SO U T H E R N COTTON MILLS. 


W e take the following from the 
May issue of The Review of R e­ 


views. 
W hile the newspapers have been 
full lately of labor troubles in the 
cotton mills of New England 
cuts 
in wages, strikes, lockouts, peti­ 
tions, complaints, and the whole 
dreary round—the dispatches have 
I rom time to time recorded a far 
different condition of affairs through 
the Southern States. 
It looks as 
if Georgia, Alabama and the Caro- 
lians had found the remedy for 
over-production 
and 
the 
con­ 
sequent five-cent cotton which has 
been declared mean ruin for Dixie. 
Mills have been springing up like 
mushrooms daring the past year 
or so, for the pioneers have so sue 
cessfully demonstrated their abil­ 
ity to compete with New England 
in this respect for unlimited capital 
has been forthconing for such en­ 
terprises. 
A number of the fore­ 
most 
business men 
an I m anu­ 
facturers 
of 
Massachseits 
have 


m e m o r ia liz e d 
the Legislature ol 
th a t State, setting forth the dis­ 
advantages under which they are 
laboring as compared with their 
Southern rivals and petitioning foe 
relief in the form of lower taxes. 
Meanwhile the mills in the cotton- 
growing region, close to the raw 
product 
and 
so saving 
freight, 
with an abundance of cheap fuel, 
cheap labor, and with low taxes, 


are uniformly prosperous. 
There 
are to-day fully 500 such factories 
south of the Mason and Dixon’s 
line, and a recent writer estimates 
that they have cost two-thirds less 
money than plants operating an 
equal number of spindles at the 
North. 
Of these South Carolina 
j has nearly 70 and North Carolina 
has nearly 200. 
Durham, in the 
latter state, has developed almost 
beyond belief along these lines, and 
i3 now a source of supplies for 
many smaller mills who get yarn 
there to make into various fabrics 
and then send their products back 
to be dyed. 
The same observer 
writes: 
“ I saw three factories built of 
unhewn logs. 
The girls who were 
weaving cloth by ‘piecework’ could 
look at the bark on the logs while 
they earned from $2 to $4 a week 
— big wages for them. 
Better fac­ 
tories are put up two stories high 
of brick. 
These brick are put into 
the walls for $6.50 per thousand. 
There is no paint or whitewash to 
look 
at—ju st 
plain bricks and 
mortar. 
The machinery is often 
second-hand and owned by some 
Northern factory which has chang­ 
ed its machinery to better m achin­ 
ery from England.” 
“ How do they start a factory in 
the South?’ 
“ I saw a factory just started in 
Columbia, S. C. 
The m oney ot 
colored men was behind it. 
I hey 
bought an old abandoned tobacco 
factory. 
Part of it was a tobacco 
shed. 
It cost $3,000. 
Then with 
some Northern backing, they went 
to Maine and bought four sets of 
I machinery secondhand—the Maine 
factory replacing it witli superb 
machinery from Manchester to do 
fine work. 
The Columbia factory, 
fitted up, cost about $15,000. 
A 
factory in New England able to do 
the work of this factory would cost 
$75,000. 
This factory is run by 
negroes. 
They cannot get over $8

Austin, May 18.—The senate antitrust 
bill passed the house yesterday by the 
unprecedented m ajority of IOO to 8. 
There were several am endm ents made 
to the bill, but they were all in the na­ 
ture of m aking the m easure more far­ 
reaching—th at is to say, to cover such 
enterprises and business as were the 
culm inating of combination. 
The senate had done about all that 
could be done in the wry of defining 
and determ ining punishm ent for such 
combinations as were organized to sup­ 
press competion and b u t little in that 
line was left for the house to do. 
However, it turned its attention te the 
resultant tru sts or combination of trusts, 
towit, the monopolies. 
The definition of monopoly as set out 
in a bill or a substitute offered by Rep­ 
resentative W ooten on tile last day, was 
adopted by the house as an amendm ent 
to the senate bill. 
H aving the anim al 
captured and named, the brand was 
placed on it to signify th at it was as 
dangerous as trusts and the like. 
Representative Thomas had in an 
amendm ent at this time which prevent­ 
ed underselling where the purpose was 
to destroy competition and Representa­ 
tive Prince and he pooled ideas on this 
m atter and offered an am endm ent cov­ 
ering the idea of Thomas an at the same 
time providing th at cash transactions 
in goods of tru st and monopolies were 
unlaw ful and recovery of the cash paid 
could be had by law. 
R epresentative Smith of Grayson of­ 
fered an am endm ent to the effect that 
suit for debts incurred in purchasing 
the goods or products of trusts and mo­ 
nopolies were prohibited. 
This was 
adopted w ith enthusiasm . 
Then it oc­ 
curred to the legislative mind th a t this 
would put dealings w ith trusts and mo­ 
nopolies on a cash basis. 
An effort was made but failed, to re­ 
lieve the bill of the am endm ent adopted 
in the senate, and which in effect de­ 
nounced the Associated Press as a mo­ 
nopoly and subject to the pains and 
penalties imposed on mopololies. 
The resolution offered by Mr. Wooten 
and adopted is as follows: 
Section la. A monopoly is any union 
or combination or consolidation or affli- 
ation of capital, credit, property, assets, 
trade, custom, skill or acts, [or of any 
other valuable thing or possession by oi 
between persons, firms or corporations 
or association* of persons, firms or cor­ 
porations, whereby any one of the pur­ 
poses or objects mentioned in this act in 
accomplished or sought to he accom­ 
plished, or whereby any one or more of 


ally injuring competitors engaged in 
sim ilar business, said person, persons, 
company pautnership, association, cor­ 
poration or anent resorting to 
this 
method of securing a monopoly w ithin 
this state, in such busine**, shall be 
deemed guilty of a conspiracy to favor 
or secure a tru st or monopoly in restraint 
of trade, and on conviction 
thereof 
shall Im subject to tim penal tie* of fbi* 
act, 
The Grogan amendm ent reads: 
Section Sa. lf any two or more j>pr- 
*ons. firms or corporations who are en­ 
gaged in buying or selling any article of 
commerce, m anufacture, meehanicistn, 
merchandise, commodity, convenience, 
repair, any product of m ining or any 
article or thing whatsoever, shall enter 
into any pool, ti list, agreem ent, combi­ 
nation, confederation, association 
or 
understanding to control or limit the 
trade in any such article or things or 
lim it competition in such trade by re­ 
fusing ti) buy from or sell to any other 
p 'rson,or corj oration a iv such article or 
thing aforesaid for the reason that such 
other persons or corporation* is not a 
mem ber of or party to such pooh trust, 
agreem ent, combination, confederation, 
association or understanding, or shall 
boycott or threaten any person oi cor-| 
poration for buying from, or selling to 
any other person or corporation who is 
not a mem ber of or party to such pool, | 
trust, agreem ent, combination, coifed- j 
aration, association or understanding I 
any such article or thing aforesaid, it j 
shall lie a violation of this act. 
The senate disposed of a num ber of 
bills and agreed to a resolution to ad­ 
journ on Tuesday week. 
The an titru st bill will not go into 
effect until Jan. 81, 1900.
